The Curator of the Harvard Coin Collection, Mr. Mal- 
colm Storer, is endeavoring to secure, as far as possible, 
specimens of all medals struck in honor of holders of 
Harvard degrees. According to Mr. Storer’s report, 
which is published in the December number of the 
Harvard Graduate’s Magazine, the following medals have 
been added to the collection during the past year, partly 
by purchase and partly by gifts of generous donors:
